The Instructional program of
Torrance School District s
based upon the selection of
good teachers and constant aid
to enable them to become better
teachers, according to Dr. J. H.
Hull, superintendent of schools
for Torrance:

Constant help is given teach-
ers to improve their classroom
program, he said. This is done
in a number of ways including:

1. Encouraging teachers to
develop methods of their own
stimulation and guldance.

2. Providing a maximum of
effective materials for the use
of the teachers.

8. Providing trained and ex-
perienced principals to initiate
activities, act as educational

leaders, confer with teachers

and conduct workshops de-

signed to jmprove the class-
room program.

4. Establishment of an or-
ganization In which a teacher
spends as much time as pos-
sible with one group of puplils
thus enabling the teacher to

better acquainted
with each pupil and better
serve his Individual needs.

5. Continued  maintenance
of a program placing the par-
ent in a key position in edu-
cating children to become bet-
ter citizens.

Presntly the Torrance School
District employes 651 teachers.
Annually thetre is a normal
turnover from 90 to 120 for

family reasons or following a
husband's change of eémploy-
ment, In addition 100 new
teachers are needed each year
for the increasing school popu-
lation.

These teachers are recruited
from 20 colleges and universi-
ties in California and in more
than 20 major training institu-
tions outside the state,

For every teachers employed
from seven to eight applicants
are Interviewed by the staff.
Thus to employ 200 teachers
more than 1500 are interviewed,
Dr. Hull reports.

Through thisg screening proc-
ess the Torrance School District
seeks to keep its teaching staff
at a level equal to the increas-

the formation of the Torrance
School District in 1047 this
school population has increased
from 2072 to 16,019 students,
65 to 561 teachers, one junior
high school to two high schools,
and four elementary schools to
16 elementary schools,
Heaviest enrollment is in the
elementary schools with a total
of 11,449 children.
